Linoleum will keep its new look 
and last longer if given proper 
care, If you have had the impres- 
sion that linoleum should be 
scrubbed at least once a week, 
you'll be interested to know that 
linoleum manufacturers suggest 
that the less you wash it the better. 
Instead of scrubbing frequently, 
wipe up spilled things immediately 
and sweep or dry-mop the floor 
each day. If this fails to remoye the 
dirt, wipe the floor with a damp 


cloth or mop. 

Wash linoleum only two or three 
times a year, or when it is excep- 
tionally soiled. Use a mild soap and 
warm water. Take up the suds with 
a cloth or mop, then rinse thor- 
oughly with cold water. Allow the 
linoleum to dry completely and 


then apply wax. 

Avoid using harsh abrasives be- 
cause they cover the linoleum with 
a network of fine seratches® that 
hold dirt and moisture. This causes 
it to discolor and wear out soouer. 
| Strong soaps and hot water cause 
linoleum te dry out and crack, 

Frequent waxing insures. longer 
wear, especially if the wax is ap- 
| plied in thin coats. The thin film of 
wax takes most of the wear and 
| prevents surface dirt from being 
| ground into the linoleum. Wax also 
| keeps the linoleum flexible and re- 
| silient by preventing the air from 

drying out the oils which are used 
in making it. In the kitchen, where 
| 








water-may be spilled frequently, a 
self-polishing wax is practical. 
Apply the wax with a lamb’s wool 
applicator or sft cloth, using a 
straight back-and-forth stroke, not 
a circular motion. Mor most floors 
in the home, one thin film of wax-is 
sufficient, but in the kitchen, ‘pan- 
try and bath, two or three coats 
| may be needed. Allow each coat to 
dry thoroughly, approximately. 30 
minutes, before the next is applied.
